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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued that "said first Web 
service invoking said desired second service at said second Web service" is not achieved by merely repeating the teaching of Brickell. In 
particular, the Applicant has shown Figure 1A and Figure 1B to differentiate the Applicant's view of what the Examiner's assertion is. To 
the contrary, the Examiner does not interpret repeating the steps as Figure 1 B. On page 3 of the Final Office Action, the Examiner wriote 
that "the principal (a user) uses a first service (the Web service client) to request another service (the "first service" in the claim language). 
The principal delegates the service requesting responsibilities to the web service client, which thereby requests a first service. This 
describing the chain of services."Brickell teaches a pirncipal requesting a web service client requesting a first service, but does not teach a 
principal requesting a web service client, further requesting a first service, further requesting a second service, as shown by the 
Applicant's figure. The Examiner believed that repeating the steps of asking a web service client (a delegate) to request a first service 
(another web service client) which then requested a second service, as the repeating the steps of Brickell. More succinctly, the Examiner 
views a principal requesting a delagate to request another delegate to request a service as an obvious step in the art of delegation. . 
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
